Summary of reasons for decision: 

This DVD contains a film that was classified R18 with the descriptive note "Contains sex scenes" 
(OFLC Ref. 1500229). This decision was registered on 26 March 2015. 

The feature is a complex and intimate portrayal of an intense dominant/submissive relationship 
between two women. Although there are elements of degradation it is presented as a tender 
romance. The feature on this DVD version is identical to that previously examined. In addition 
to the feature, the DVD contains deleted scenes, an interview with the director, a short film by 
the director, and several trailers. These additional components do not require that the DVD be 
given a different classification to the previously classified film version.
